W A S H IN G T O N (AP)— A Cuban-bound Russian tanker 
was intercepted but was allowed to proceed, the Defense 
Departm ent announced today. 
The departm ent also said that at least a dozen Rus­ 
sian ships apparently have turned back fro m their orig­ 
inal course to Cuba, presumably because they were 
carrying offensive weapons and would run the risk of 
the U.S. blockade. 
A rth u r Sylvester, assistant secretary of defense, read 
this announcement: 
" It now appears that at least a dozen Soviet vessels 
have turned back, presumably because, according to the 
best of our inform ation, they might have been carrying 
offensive m aterials.

"Since petroleum is not presently included as prohib­ 
ited m aterial, under President Kennedy's proclam ation 
setting up the quarantine, the tanker was allowed to pro­ 
ceed. 
"The Navy satisfied itself that no prohibited m aterial 
was aboard this particular ship. 
"The encounter took place shortly before 8 o'clock 
daylight tim e today."

Soviet tanks, artillery and mo­ 
torized units were observed on the 
move outside Berlin during the 
night. West Berlin police reported. 
They said travelers across East 
Germany saw Soviet units on the 
nutobahn. the highway connecting 
Berlin with the West. and on the 
road from Berlin to Hamburg. The 
largest group was reported around 
Nauen, a small town about IO 
miles west of Berlin. 
Western Allied military sources 
ad id the troops appeared to be 
units returning to bases from 
training exercises.

helped 
seven East Germans flee during 
the night, police reported. 
Visibility was poor along the 101 
miles of concrete and barbed wire 
surrounding West Berlin.
